It’s Time To Vote!

2020 Town Election

The Town’s election is traditionally held on the first
Monday in June (June 1st for 2020), but this year,
COVID-19 has caused a few necessary changes.
Beginning this week, the Town is preparing and
will mail a voting package to each voter registered
with the County as of April 27. (If you were not
registered with the County by that date, you can
still receive a ballot by registering to vote with the
Town by 4pm on May 27. There are instructions for
registering at the following link tok.md.gov/town-
government/town-elections

When you receive your voting package, you will
have the opportunity to vote by dropping the
required documents in a contact-free drop-box
at Town Hall (3710 Mitchell Street) anytime from
when the drop-box is installed (estimated to be
May 22) and 9pm on June 1st, or you can return
them by mail. If you mail your ballot, it must arrive
by June 1st to be counted. Please read and follow
the instructions that will be included in the voting
package very carefully, to ensure that your vote is
valid.

We would like to give special thanks to our
election judges, Martha Deale, Spencer Harrill,
and Jenny Smith who, when asked if they would

be willing to serve under what will be very unusual
circumstances, enthusiastically (and punnilly)
replied, “Count me in.”

On this year’s ballot, you will have the opportunity
to vote for one candidate for Mayor and up to
two candidates for Town Council. There are two
candidates for Mayor: Tracey Furman, who is
seeking re-election to her third term, and Pete
Fosselman, who previously served as mayor from
2006-2016. There are three candidates for the two
Town Council positions: Bridget Hill-Zayat, who is
seeking re-election to a second term; Nate Engle,
a resident of Baltimore St. and a moderator on
the Kensingtown list-serv; and Jon Gerson, who
previously served as a council member from 1982-
84.

If you don’t already know these candidates, we
would encourage you to get to know them in the
coming weeks before casting your ballot. There
will be an online Candidate’s Forum (discussed
separately) on page two. In addition, we are
encouraging each candidate to use social media
and other safe ways of interacting with residents
to promote their campaign in lieu of many of the
in-person interactions that our previous elections
have featured.

The Mayor and Council introduced Ordinance No. 0O-03-2020 at the April 20, 2020 Town Council Meeting:

An Ordinance of the Mayor and Town Council Amending Chapter Il, “Government and Administration”, Article
2, “Elections”, Section 2-202, “Distribution of Absentee Ballots”, Section 2-203, “Procedures of Absentee
Ballots”, and Section 2-204, “Canvassing of Absentee Ballots” of the Town Code to delete any requirement
that a voter provide a reason for voting by absentee ballot.

The Public Record will remain open for continued discussion at the June 8, 2020, 7:00 pm, Town Council Meeting.

TO LEVY A TAX ON CERTAIN REAL AND PERSONAL PROPERTY UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF §6-203 OF THE TAX-
PROPERTY ARTICLE OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND, AS AMENDED.

WHEREAS, §5-205 et seq. of the Local Government Article, Annotated Code of Maryland, authorizes the Mayor
and Town Council to provide for the control and management of its finances and expend money for any public purpose
and for the safety, health, and general welfare of the Town and its occupants; and

WHEREAS, §6-203 of the Tax-Property Article, of the Annotated Code of Maryland (as amended), grants authority
to municipal corporations to levy a tax on personal property, land, and improvements thereon, within the municipal
corporation; and

WHEREAS, Article VI, “Finance”, Section 801, “Fiscal Year”, of the Town Charter states that the Fiscal Year of the
Town shall begin on July 1, 2020 and end on June 30, 2021; and

WHEREAS, Section 802, “Proposed Budget”, of the Town Charter states that the Town Manager shall submit to
the Council prior to the third Monday in April, a Budget of anticipated revenues, proposed operating expenditures, and
proposed capital project expenditures, along with a written financial plan for the succeeding fiscal year; and

WHEREAS, Section 803, “Adoption”, of the Town Charter states that prior to adopting the Budget, the Council
shall hold a public hearing following due notice and a favorable vote of at least a majority of the total elected membership
of the Council shall be necessary for adoption.

NOW THEREFORE, the Mayor and Town Council of Kensington does hereby adopt the following Budget Ordinance:

AND BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED AND ORDERED, this 11th day of May, 2020, by the Kensington Town Council, hereby
adopts the imposition of a full-year, one-half year, three- quarter year, and one-quarter year tax levies, authorized pursuant
to §10-102, 10-103, 10-104, and 10-105 of the Tax-Property Article of the Annotated Code of Maryland (as amended),
and authorizes and empowers Montgomery County, Maryland, to collect and remit the same to the Town of Kensington,
consistent with the imposition and collection of such levies on real property by Montgomery County.

AND BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED AND ORDERED, this 11th day of May, 2020, by the Kensington Town Council, acting
under and by virtue of the authority granted to it by §5-201 et seq. of the Local Government Article, Annotated Code of
Maryland, and Article VI, “Powers of the Council”, Section 601, “General Powers” of the Town Charter that:

(c) Sent to those persons listed on the official Town email list/mail subscription service; and

(d) Published once prior to the public hearing in the Town newsletter or sent by substitute regular mail to

newsletter circulation addresses.
